REQUESTED ACTION

Authorize the Department of Transportation to enter into an Agreement with WSP USA, Inc.,
Merrimack, NH, Vendor #174796; for a total amount not to exceed $1,000,000.00, for on-call
engineering services for various bridge projects located throughout the State, effective upon Governor and
Council approval, through December 30, 2022.

Funding is contingent upon the availability and continued appropriation of funds in FY 2020, FY 2021,
FY 2022 and FY 2023, with the ability to adjust encumbrances through the Budget Office between State
Fiscal Years if needed and justified:

The Consolidated Federal Fund, AU 3054, is utilized at this time to encumber funds for this request.
Actual funding sources will be determined by each particular project incurring expenses as a result of
this request.

EXPLANATION

The Department requires professional on-call engineering consulting services for various projects
statewide to supplement the Bureau of Bridge Design’s capacity to provide preliminary and contract plan
design, bridge & structural inspection, and other pertinent design services.

The consultant selection process employed by the Department for this qualifications-based contract is in
accordance with RSAs 21-1:22, 21-1:22-c and 21-1:22-d, all applicable Federal laws and the
Department’s “Consultant Selection and Service Agreement Procedures” dated December 1999. The
Department’s Consultant Selection Committee is a standing committee that meets regularly to
administer the process and make determinations. The Committee is comprised of the Assistant Director
of Project Development (chair), the Chief Project Manager, the Administrators of the Bureaus of
Highway Design, Bridge Design, Environment, and Materials and Research, and the Municipal
Highways Engineer.

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The consultant selection process for this qualifications-based contract was initiated by a solicitation for
consultant services for four (4) Statewide On-Call Bridge Design Services contracts. The assignment
was listed as a “Possible Action Project” on the Department’s website on December 3, 2018, asking for
letters of interest from qualified firms. From the list of firms that submitted letters of interest, the
Committee prepared a long and then short list of Consultants on January 10, 2019 for consideration and
approval by the Assistant Commissioner. Upon receipt of that approval, eight shortlisted firms were
notified on January 25, 2019 through a technical "Request For Proposal” (RFP). Committee members
individuaily rated the firms’ technical proposals on March 14, 2019 using a written ballot to score each
firm on the basis of comprehension of the assignment, clarity of the proposal, capacity to perform in a
timely manner, quality and experience of the project manager and the team, previous performance, and
overall suitability for the assignment. The individual rankings were then totaled to provide an overall
ranking of the eight firms, and the Committee’s ranking was submitted to the Assistant Commissioner
for consideration and approval. Upon receipt of the Assistant Commissioner’s approval, the short listed
firms were notified of the results and the four (4) highest-ranking firms were asked to submit a fee rate
for negotiations.

The firm of WSP USA, Inc. has been recommended for one of the four contracts. This firm has an good
reputation and has demonstrated their capability to perform the required services in previous similar
contracts with the Department. Background information on this firm is attached.

WSP USA, Inc. has agreed to furnish the on-call services for an amount not to exceed $1,000,000.00.
The cost for individual Task Orders assigned under this contract will be negotiated and use of a
modified cost plus fixed fee or lump sum method of compensation will be determined based on the
complexity and scope of engineering and technical services required. No new tasks may be assigned
after the above-noted completion date, however, completion of previously assigned work begun prior to
the completion date shall be allowed, subject to the written mutual agreement of both parties, which
shall include a revised date of completion.

This Agreement (Statewide On-Call Bridge Design Services 42415) has been approved by the Attorney
General as to form and execution. The Department has verified that the necessary funds are available.
Copies of the fully-executed Agreements are on file at the Secretary of State's Office and the Department
of Administrative Services, and subsequent to Governor and Council approval will be on file at the
Department of Transportation.

It is respectfully requested that authority be given to enter into an Agreement for consulting services as
outlined above.

PREAMBLE . .

THIS AGREEMENT médc this 15th day of __April in the year 2019 by and between the lSTATE, OF
NEW HAMPSHIRE, hereinafter referred to as the STATE, acting by and through its COMMISSIONER OF
THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION, hereinafter referred to as the COMMI SSIONER,'acting
under Chapter 228 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, and WSP USA Inc., with principal place of business

at One Penn Plaza, 2™ Floor, in the City of New York, Stz;te of New York, and NH Office at 9 Executive
Park Dive, in the Town of Merrimack, State of New Hainpshire, hereinafter referred to as the
CONSULTANT, witnesses that:

The Department of Transportatioﬁ_. Statc of New llampshirc, hcrcinafter referred to as the

DEPARTMENT, requires on-call engineering and technical design services for various bridge projects

located throughout the STATE. These services are outlined in the CONSULTANT'S rechnical proposal
dated March 7, 2019.
This AGREEMENT becomes effective upon approval by the Governor and Council.




ARTICLE]

ARTICLE 1 - DESCRIPTION OF PROFESSIONAL SERVICES TO BE RENDERED
NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the undertakings of the parties hereinafter set forth, the
DEPARTMENT hereby engages the CONSULTANT, who agrees to render services to the

DEPARTMENT which shall include, but not be restricted to, the following items, in accordance with
conditions and terms hereinﬁfter set forth:
A. DESCRIPTION OF SERVICES

The types of services required under the terms of this AGREEMENT may include, but are not

necessarily limited to, any combination of the following:

1. Bridge inspections and documentation.

Bridge inspection rating and computations.

Field reconnaissance.

Bridge type, span, and location studies.

Hydraulic studies and reports.

Geotechnical services. ‘

Cavironmental permitling support servives, including .preharation of NEIPA documents & permit plana,

Preliminary bridge and roadway design, including plan preparation.

Services requested for a particular project may be, but are not limited to, a special study, a partial bridge
and roadway design, or a complete bridge and roadway design. A partial bridge and roadway design would
include, but not necessarily be limited to, develobing a project through the type, size, and location phase, or
developing preliminary plans, final plans, estimates, and specifications from DEPARTMENT-furnished
type, span, and location data. Other specific tasks or projects as needed by the DEPARTMENT may also be
assigned. - | ,

If applicable, the DEPARTMENT will carry the project through the public meeting stage and will
provide preliminary conceptual line and grade, if available, to the CONSULTANT for use in preparation of
final plans. ‘

The CONSULTANT shall be aware that the services to be performed under this Agreement will be on
an as-needed basis. In addition, the CONSULTANT shall realize that cmergeﬁcy situations may arise that

will require immediate response/action.



ARTICLE 1

B. SCOPE OF WORK
The scope of work proposed by this AGREEMENT may include:
I. Developing base plans using survey provided by the DEPARTMENT. The CONSULTANT will be

responsible for adding environmental resource mapping, utility information, existing right-of-way and

property line information, etc. All these are provided by the DEPARTMENT or as noted elsewhere

in this document, _

2. Refining the alignment, grades, and intersections of any proposed roadway(s) shown on preliminary
conceptual designs furnished by the DEPARTMENT. ‘

3. Preparing complete designé for bridges, structures, and/or roadways, includiﬁg all plans; specifications
for work not included in the current specifications of the DEPARTMENT; computations, estimates, and
documents for the required submissions to the DEPARTMENT, the Federal Highway Administration,
and/or any other STATE or Federal agency that may be required. _

4. Designing and preparing contract plans for construction of the roadway and/or structures, including
traffic control plans, construction phasing plans, drainage facilities (including best management
practices for permanent erosion and sedimentation contral and water-quality feanires), mitigation plans
and appurtenances, in accordance with the policy and procedures of the DEPARTMENT and the
provisions of this AGREEMENT. The plans shall include all commitments made in the environmental
documents to the extent practicablc..

5. Design and preparation of Traffic Control Plans. The DEPARTMENT will serve on the team with the
CONSULTANT in developing the detailed Traffic Control Plans. The CONSULTANT shall develop
the initial conceptual Traffic Control Plan and construction phasing. The DEPARTMENT will assist
the CONSULTANT in the final design of the Traffic Control Plan as it relates to complications with
concurrent work, utilities, and closures. The CONSULTANT shall complete the final design and the
associated quantity calculations.

The engineering design shall take into consideration all factors affecting the cost of the construction,
such as foundation problems,. earthwork quantities, erosion and sedimentation control, water-quality-
treatment issues, maintenance and control of traffic, construction phasing and complexity, utilities
affected, environmental, etc. During all phases of design, the CONSULTANT shall make a continuous
effort to identify and minimize impacts on existing and proposed utilities.

The CONSULTANT shall, when requested by the DEPARTMENT, render such assistance as required,
including the preparation and explanation of sketches and plans for, or at, any meetings or conferences held
by the DEPARTMENT, without additional compensation therefor. Meeting notes and conference memos
shall be the responsibility of the CONSULTANT.

The CONSULTANT shall‘ submit for review, as requested, progress prints showing grades, cross-

sections, special details and general design. Paper prints shall be submitted upon request for soils studies,

ri'ght-of!‘-way use, evaluation of utility impacts and other purposes. The CONSULTANT shall provide
electronic files of the base plan in English units for abstracting purposes.

All horizontal alignment notes including traverse-line notes furnished by the DEPARTMENT shall be
computed to include cJoordinates.

Designs shall conform to the current standards, specifications, policies, and guidelines enumerated in
the Federal-Aid Policy Guide, Subchapter 6, Part 625, or to 23 Code of Federal Regulations, Part 625 and
the DEPARTMENT'S Design Manuals, except as approved.

Data frop1 survey notes shall be transcribed and plotted as base plans, profiles and cross-sections as
required, if not furnished by the DEPARTMENT under Article I-C.

THE CONSULTANT shall visit the site during the design to detect changed field conditions and, if
required, additional surveys will be performed by the DEPARTMENT upon request by the
CONSULTANT. The DEPARTMENT will process additional survey requests to the extent necessary to
ensure continuity between ne\.v and current detail model files. The CONSULTANT will be given these files
and will be responsible for incorporation of these files into the current detail base plans and digita] terrain
models (DTM). The incorporation of additional survey information shall include all drafting, labeling,
detailing, and field-checking of the detail from all survey requests.

The CONSULTANT shall examine which elements of design, such as -horizontal and vertical

alignments, typical sections, traffic control, earthwork utilization, drainage pipes and structures, as well as
soils suitability, might affect aerial and underground utilities. Any conflict between design elements and
utilities shall be identified and brought to the attention of the DEPARTMENT. A special effort shall be
made by the CONSULTANT to modify drainage features in order to avoid conflicts with underground
utilities. :
All plotting, drafting, and calculations performed by the CONSULTANT shall be- independently
checked by members of the CONSULTANT's staff other than those who performed the original work. The
work of each stage submission (inc’luding quantity estimates) shall have been appropriately checked. The
PS&E submission and final mylars shall have had compleie final and "three-way" checking.

The CONSULTANT shall verify all computations, postings and ratings, and design calculations and,
after completing the design phase lof the individval construction contract, shall furnish to the
DEPARTMENT, two (2) permanent, legible copies of the design and quantity calculations suitably bound
in prescribed folders and, when directed, all study plans, work plans, alternate studies, and estimates indexed
in accordance with DEPARTMENT procedures. The CONSULTANT shall also fumish to the
DEPARTMENT three (3) permanent, legible copies of the drainage computations with drainage area plans
after completing the design phase of the individual construction contract. The drainage corhputations shall
include a narrative discussing the existing pre-construction and the resultant post-construction peak flows

and their impact along with appropriate drainage control features.



ARTICLE1

The CONSULTANT'S Licensed Professional Engineer stamp for the State of New Hampshire shall
appear on the construction plans, reports, analyses, and any other documents that will be submitted to the
DEPARTMENT. Stamps shall be those of the pfofcssional engineers who prepared them or under whose
direct supervisory control they were prepared.

C. STAFFING ' .

The CONSULTANT shall submit Attachment A (Certified Employee Salaff Schedule - furnished to

the CONSULTANT by the DEPARTMENT), a list of qualified persoﬁnel including their labor

. classification and current direct-labor wége rates, which, along with any subsequent versions, will be
included in both the DEPARTMENT’S and the CONSULTANT’S copy of the fully-executed
AGREEMENT. ‘

The CONSULTANT shall utilize the personnel submitted to the DEPARTMENT during Task Orﬂer
negotiations for the performance of the work. If at any time the CONSULTANT is unable to use the
personnel specified in Attachment A, or there are changes in classifications or salary rates, the
CONSULTANT shall submit a revised Attachment A1 (A.2, A3, etc.). As part of the Final Audit, the
salary rates used by the CONSULTANT for invoicing during the life of the AGREEMENT may be
reviewed. If there are discrepé,ncies, the salary rates included in the relevant Attachments A shall rule
over the invoiced rates.

D. QUALITY CONTROL
The CONSULTANT is expected to perform in a professional manner and all work shall be performed

according to the care and skill ordinarily used by members of the applicable profession practicing under
similar conditions at the same ﬁme and in the same locality (Standard of Care), comply with the
requirements of this AGREEMENT and Task Orders. The DEPARTMENT will reject any data that does
not comply with the above. The DEPARTMENT will decide when the data and éewices have fully met the
*project requirements. The CONSULTANT will not be paid for insufficient work.
E. TASK ORDERS

. As needs develop, the DEPARTMENT will issue specific Task Orders to the CONSULTANT. A

Task Order is an individually funded order with its own unique scope of work issued against the basic
contract scope of work, terms and conditions, to carry out a specific project for the DEPARTMENT.
These Task Orders will be initiated by a Request for Proposal (RFP) letter that may include a detailed
description of the project or elements of work, an outline of the services required, responsibilities of the
parties, materials to be supplied by the DEPARTMENT, and other information necessary to complete the
work for the Task Order. The CONSULTANT shall then submit to the DEPARTMENT for approval a
scope of work and fee proposal that includes the names of all personnel to be assigned to the Task Order
and a tentative work schedule and completion date for each Task Order assigned. The DEPARTMENT
will review the CONSULTANT’S proposal and schedule negotiations, if necessary, to clarify the

proposed scope of work, discuss the personnel proposed, the number of work hours needed, and any other
associated proposed costs in order to establish the final not-to-exceed or lump-sum amount for the Task
Order. Upon approval of the CONSULTANT’S proposal by the DEPARTMENT and FHWA (if
applicable), the DEPARTMENT will issue a Task Order Authorization to Proceed Letter. The
CONSULTANT shall sign the Authorization to Proceed Letter and return it to the DEPARTMENT. A
conference may be required to turn over a Task Order to the CONSULTANT. Costs associated with the
CONSULTANT’S preparation of a scope of work and fee for a Task Order are non-reimbursable.
F. MATERIAL FURNISHED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION

The DEPARTMENT will furnish the CONSULTANT with the appropriate materials (plan, pt‘Oﬁh?:,

summary and cross-section sheets, etc.), in electronic and/or hardcopy format, as needed to perform the
assigned work. . |
G. WORK SCHEDULE AND PROGRESS REPORTS

The CONSULTANT shall be aware that the services to be performed under this AGREEMENT will be
on an as-needed basis. In addition, the CONSULTANT shall realize that emergency situations may arise

that will require immediate response/action.

Following approval of the contract by the Governor mlld Council, the CONSULTANT shall be available
to begin performance of the services designated in the Contract promptly upon vreceipt from the
DEPARTMENT of a Notice to Proceed Letter. Upon receipt of a Task Order Authorization to Proceed
Letter, the CONSULTANT shall complete the services required for each Task Order without delay unless
unable to do so for causes not under the CONSULTANT’S control. :

it is imperative that close coordination. between the CONSULTANT and the DEPARTMENT be
maintained at all times so as to ensure comp]iaﬁce with the DEPARTMENT’S requirements for specific
Task Orders.

The CONSULTANT’S sequence of operation and performance of the work under the terms of this
AGREEMENT shall be varied at the direction of the DEPARTMENT to give priority in critical areas'so
that schedules and other STATE commitments, either present or future, can be met.

‘The CONSULTANT shall report progress monthly for each active Task Order with activity during the
billing period, in accordance with the DEPARTMENT’S Standardized Invoicing.
H. SUBMISSION OF REPORTS, PLANS AND DOCUMENTS

“Each submission shall be supplemented with such drawings, illustrations and descriptive matter as are

necessary to facilitate a comprehensive review of proposed concepts. Any and all CAD/D-related work

during the course of this project shall be performed in conformance with the DEPARTMENT'S CAD/D

Procedures and Requirements in effect at the time of execution of this AGREEMENT, which will be

coordinated on each assignment.

ARTICLE I

Upon completion of the AGREEMENT, the CONSULTANT shall turn over all documentation,
including, but not limited.to, all reports, test results, drawings, plaﬁs, and all financial supporting
documentation in their original format and in the format submitted to the DEPARTMENT.

1. DELIVERABLES _ .

All work and supporting documents for Task Orders completed under this AGREEMENT shall be

developed by the CONSULTANT and delivered to the DEPARTMENT according to the following

formats:;

Electronic Transfer of Data: The DEPARTMENT requires the following to ensure compatibility
with software used by the DEPARTMENT and to ensure the efﬁcient and timely exchange of computer
files bctwecﬁ the DEPARTMENT and the CONSULTANT.

All files submitted must be fully compatible with the formats listed in this document without any
con\_rersion or editing by the DEPARTMENT. Any files requiring conversion and/or editing by the
DEPARTMENT will not be accepted. All files shall be virus free. All files shall use the
DEPARTMENT’S file naming convention.

Computer Aided Designmraftiﬁg (CAD/D) files: ‘All CAD/D files shall be in accordance with the

Deliverable Requirements described in the DEPARTMENT’S CAD/D Procedures and Reguireménts in
effect at the time this AGREEMENT was executed, or any later version. All files submitted must be fully
compatible with the cumrent version of MicroStation being used by the DEPARTMENT. (The
DEPARTMENT’S CAD/D Procedures and Requirements document can be found on the CAD!D website
by following the “Downloads” link at www.nh.gov/dot/cadd/.)

Word Processing, Spreadshcet, and Database Files: For each Phase, all relevant files shall be
provided in a format fully compatible, as appropriate, with the following: .

Spreadsheets: Microsoft Excel 2010 or NHDOT compatible version .

Databases: Microsoft Access 2003 or NHDOT compatible version

These specifications will be updated as necessary to reflect changes in DEPARTMENT software such
as adding new software or updating to new versions of existing software. In such instances, the
CONSULTANT will be promptly notified.

Computer File Exchange Media: Electronic files shall be exchanged between the DEPARTMENT
and the CONSULTANT using the following media as appropriate for Windows Operating Systems:

Compact Disc (CD): Files on CD(s) should be actual size, not compressed.
DVD: Files on DVD(s) should be actual size, not compressed.
Email: Files 10 MB or smaller may be transferred via Email. If compressed, the files should be self-

ARTICLE I - COMPENSATION OF CONSULTANT FOR ON-CALL SERVICES
A. AGREEMENT GENERAL FEE :

In consideration of the terms.and obligations of this AGREEMENT, the STATE, through the
DEPARTMENT, hereby agrees to pay and the CONSULTANT agrées to accept as full compensation

for the combined total cost of all work, expenses, and profit for Task Orders issued under this
AGREEMENT, an amount not to exceed $1.000,000.00. (The CONSULTANT shall note that no

payments will be made for work, expenses, or profit, whether authorized or not, exceeding the

$1,000,000.00 total amount.)
B. METHOD OF COMPENSATION FOR TASK ORDERS

The method of compensation for Task Orders issued under this agreement will either be a Cost-

Plus-Fixed-Fee format with method of payment as described in Section C, or a Lump-Sum format
with method of payment as described in Section D. A Task Order Fee Summary will be included
in the DEPARTMENT-issued Authorization to Proceed for a Task Order.

C. COST-PLUS-FIXED-FEE FORMAT |

1. Tusk Order Cost Development - The negotiated not-to-exceed cost of each cost-plus-fixed-

fee format Task Order will be computed as follows:

Labor Costs [hours x average rates* + indirect cost rate x (hours x rates)])
+ Fixed Fee (negotiated amount)
+ Direct'Expenses (estimated amount)
+ Subconsultant Costs (estimated amount or lump sum)

= Negotiated Task Order Cost
* The average rates are the Average NHDOT Allowed Rates from the most-current version of
the Salary Rate Table (see Article 1 Section C - Staffing).
2. Task Order Cost Reimbursement - In consideration of the terms and obligations of this

AGREEMENT, the STATE, through the DEPARTMENT, hereby agrees to pay and the

CONSULTANT agrees to accept as full compensation for all services rendered to the
satisfaction of the DEPARTMENT for each Task Order (except as otherwise herein
provided) an amount equal to the sum of the following costs (a)+(b)+(c)}+d}+(e):

a. Actual salaries* approved by the DEPARTMENT paid to technical and other employees
by the CONSULTANT, including salaries to principals, for the time such employees are
directly utilized on work necessary to fulfill the terms of this AGREEMENT.

* In accordance with DEPARTMENT policy, the maximum direct-labor rate allowed
for all positions under this AGREEMENT, including subconsultants, shall be $60.00
per hour unless a waiver to the salary cap has been specifically approved for specialty

services. '

b. Overhead costs applicable to the direct salary costs. The audited indirect cost rate of
140.48%, as submitted to and approved by the DEPARTI\dENT, will be applied to the
direct salary costs. The CONSULTANT agrees that the indirect cost rate shall be
extended at that rate for the duration of the Contract in accordance with 23 CFR 172.11
(b)(1)(vi). An overtime premium of one and one half times the direct labor rate for non-
exempt employees workinglbeyond the standard 40 hours per workweek may Bc altowed
for special circumstances when approved by the DEPARTMENT in writing in advance.
The overhead portion of non-exempt employees’ salary rates shall not be adjusted.
Engineers are not eligible for overtime premium rates.

c. A fixed fee amount based on thé estimated riék to be bormme by the CONSULTANT
[maximum ]0.00% of Labor Costs (including overhead costs)] for profit and non-
reimbursed costs.

d. Reimbursement for direct expenses, including work performed by other parties, such as

-borings, laboratory tests, field survey, special electronic computer services, services of
other specialists, printing, photogrammetry, traffic counts, reproductions and travel not
included in normal overhead expenses. The reimbursable costs for mileage and for per
diem (lodging and meals) shall be that allowed by the CONSULTANT'S established
policy but shall not exceed that allowed in the Federal Acquisition Regulation (Subpart

31.205-46) and in the Federal Travel Regulation. Milcage and per diom oosts shall bo

subject to approval by the DEPARTMENT.

¢. Kcimbursement for actual cost of subconsultants.

The actuai ambunt payable under each category (a), (b), (d), and (¢) will be estimated for
each Task Order and shall be changed only upon mutual agreement of the DEPARTMENT
and CONSULTANT. The fixed fee (c) shall only change when there has been a significant
increase or decrease in the scopé of work. The estimated amounts for (a), (b), (d), and (e) and
the actual amount for (¢} are listed in the Fee Summary section of the Authorization to
Procec;d for each Task Order. .

Task Order Limitation of Costs — The total amount to be paid for any Task Order shall not

exceed the sum of the amounts shown in the Task Order Fee Summary limits contained in the
Authorization to Proceed Letter. It is expected that the CONSULTANT agrees to use best
efforts to perform the work specified in the Task Order Scope of Work and ali obligations
under this contract within such limiting amount.

Task Order Payments - Monthly payments on account may be made upon submission of
invoices by the CONSULTANT to the DEPARTMENT. The CONSULTANT shall follow

the DEPARTMENT"’S Standardized Invoicing format. “The fixed fee shall be invoiced during
the billing period based upon the overall percent complete calculated within the approved
progress report found in the DEPARTMENT’S Standardized Invoicing.

Said lump-sum amount includes all labor, overﬁead, profit
(maximum 15.00% of total labor + total overhead; based on the estimated risk to be borne by the
CONSULTANT), direct expenses, and subconsultant costs. The CONSULTANT shall follow the
DEPARTMENT’S Slandﬁrdized_lnvoicing format. The lump-sum amount may only be adjusted
(increased or decreased) if there is a significant change in the scope or character of the work, as
determined by the DEPARTMENT. Any change to the lump-sum amount shall be documented in
writing by a DEPARTMENT Bureau-level amendment. For a substantial lump-sum Task Order, the
DEPARTMENT’S Lump Sum Article 11 for standalone agreements will be furnished to the
CONSULTANT for additional reference info-rmation.
E. SUBCONSULTANT SUPPORTING SERVICES

Note: Subconsultants can be engaged at any time if needed for a Task Order, whether they were

F. TASK ORDER AMENDMENTS

If revisions to a Task Order scope of work, and/or the fee summary or completion date included

in the Task Order Authorization to Proceed is/are required, it shall be documented in writing by a
DEPARTMENT Bureau-level amendment. The amendment will be filed with the Authorization to
Proceed in the AGREEMENT. '
G. RECORDS, REPORTS, AND FINAL AUDIT

The CONSULTANT shall maintain adequate cost records for all work performed under this

A. STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS .
The CONSULTANT agrees to follow the provisions of the Design Manuals, Standard Specifications

for Road and Bridee Construction, and Standard Plans for Road and Bridee Construction of the

DEPARTMENT; A Policy on Geometric Design of Highways and Streets and LRFD Bridge Design
Specifications of the American Association of State Highway and Transportation Officials (AASHTO),
and amendments thereto, and/or other professional codes or standards applicable to the services to be
performed under this AGREEMENT. When a publication (including interim publications) is specified, it
refers to the most recent date of issue in effect at the time of execution of this AGREEMENT.
B. REVIEW BY STATE AND FHWA - CONFERENCES - INSPECTIONS _

It is mutually agreed that all porti‘ons of the work covered by this AGREEMENT shall be subject to

the inspection of duly-authorized representatives of the STATE and Federal Highway Administration,
United States Department of Transportation, at such time or .times as the STATE or Federal Highway
Administration deems appropriate. _ _

The location of the office where the work will be available for inspection by STATE and Federal

Highway Administration representatives is  Executive Park Drive, Merrimack, NH 03054

It is further mutually agreed that any party, including the duly-authorized representatives of the
Federal Highway Administration, may request and obtain conferences, visits 10 the site, and inspection of
the work at any reasonable time.

C. EXTENT OF CONTRACT
1. Contingent Nature of AGREEMENT
Notwithstanding anything in this AGREEMENT to the contrary, all obligations of the STATE,

including, without limitation, the continuance of payments, are contingent upon the availability
and continued appropriation of funds, and in no event shall the STATE be liable for any
payments in excess of such available appropriated funds. In the event of a reduction or
termination of thosc funds, the STATE shall have the right to terminate this AGREEMENT.
2. Termination

The DEPARTMENT shall have the right at any time, and for any cause, to terminate the work
required of the CONSULTANT by this AGREEMENT, by written notice of such termination
provided to the CONSULTANT by the DEPARTMENT, and, in the event of such a termination
of this AGREEMENT, without fault on the part of the CONSULTANT, the CONSULTANT
shall be entitled to compen.sation for all work theretofore satisfactorily performed, pursuant to this
AGREEMENT, such compensation to be fixed, insofar as possible, based upon the work
performed prior to 'termination. If no éontract or contracts for construction of the project

contemplated by this AGREEMENT is (are} entered into within two (2) years after satisfactory

In the event of the happening of
any one or more of the foregoing contingencies, or upon the substantial breach of any other
provisions of this AGREEMENT by the CONSULTANT, its officers, agents, employee, and
subconsultants, the DEPARTMENT shall have the absolute right and option to terminate this
AGREEMENT foﬁhwith, and, in addition, may have and maintain any legal or equitable remedy
against the CONSULTANT for its loss and damages resulting from such breach or breaches of
this AGREEMENT; provided, however, that as to all plans, drawings, tracings, estimates,
specifications, reports, proposals, sketches, diagrams and calculations, together with all material _
and data theretofore furnished to the DEPARTMENT by the COT;JSULTANT, of a satisfactory
nature infaccordancé with this AGREEMENT, which plans, drawings, tracings, etc., are of use to
the DEPARTMENT, the CONSULTANT shall be entitled to a credit, bas‘ed on -the"conhact rate
for the work so performed in a satischtory manner and of use and benefit to the DEPARTMENT.

D. REVISIONS TO REPORTS, PL.ANS OR DOCUMENTS

The CONSULTANT shall perform such additional work as may be necessary to correct errors in the
work required under the AGREEMENT, caused by errors and omissions by the CONSULTANT, without
undue delays and without additional cost to the DEPARTMENT.

Furthermore, prior to final approval of plans, specifications, estimates, reports or documents by the
DEPARTMENT, the CONSULTANT shall make such revisions of them as directed by the
DEPARTMENT, without additional compensation therefor except as hereinafter provided:

If, after approval by the. DEPARTMENT of the final contract plans or documents, the
CONSULTANT shall be ordered in writing by the DEPARTMENT to make revisions, or to

CONSULTANT shall be entitled to compensation therefor in accordance with Article II, Section
B, such compensation to be in addition to the fee specified in Article I1, Section A, for its original
work on the plans, reports or documents.
E. ADDITIONAL SERVICES
If, during the term of this AGREEMENT, additional professional services are required due to a

revision in the limits of the project, ér it becomes necessary to perform services not anticipated during
negotiation, the DEPARTMENT may, in writing, order the CONSULTANT .to perform such services,
and the CONSULTANT shall be paid a fee in accordance with the provisions of Article II, Section B.

If, during the term of this AGREEMENT, additional professional services are performed by the
CONSULTANT due to the fact that data furnished by the DEPARTMENT are not usable or applicable,
the STATE will, upon written approval of the DEPARTMENT, reimburse the CONSULTANT for such
additional design services in accordance with the provisions of Article II, Section B.

If additional services are performed by the CONSULTANT through its own acts, which are not
usable or app]icablé to this project, the cost of such additional services shall not be reimbursable.

F. OWNERSHIP OF PLANS

All data, plans, drawings, tracings, estimates, specifications, proposals, sketches, diagrams,

calculations, reports or other documents collected, prepared, or undertaken either manually or
electronically by the CONSULTANT, under the provisions of this AGREEMENT, immediately shall
become the property of the DEPARTMENT, and, when completed, sh‘allvbear the CONSULTANT'S
endorsement. The CONSULTANT shall surrender to the DEPARTMENT, upon demand at any time, or
submit to its inspection, any data, plan, drawing, tracing, estimate, specification, proposal, sketch,
diagram, calculation, report or document which shall have been collected, prepared, or undertaken by the
CONSULTANT, pursuant to this AGREEMENT, or shall have been hitherto fumished to the
CONSULTANT by the DEPARTMENT. The CONSULTANT shall have the right, with the written
approval of the DEPARTMENT, to use any of the data prepared by it and hitherto delivered to the
DEPARTMENT at any later stage of the project contemplated by this AGREEMENT.
G. SUBLETTING

The CONSULTANT shall not sublet, assign or transfer any part of the CONSULTANT'S services or

obligations under this AGREEMENT without the prior approval and written consent of the
DEPARTMENT.

All subcontracts shall be in writing and those exceéding $10,000 shall contain all provisions of this’
AGREEMENT, inctuding "Certification of CONSULTANT/Subconsultant”. For subconsultants working

on design, hazardous materials, geotechnical services, etc., the minimum limits of their professional

liability (errors and omissions)' insurance coverage shall be not less than $2,000,000 in the aggregate, with
a deductible of not more than $75,000. For subconsultant contracts with less risk, e.g., wetland
evaluations, materials inspection and testing, structural sfeel fabrication inspection, underwater bridge
inspection, research, bridge deck condition surveys, land surveying, mapping, noise studies, air-quality
studies, efc., the minimum limits of their professional liability (errors and omissions) insurance coverage
shall be not less than $1,500,000 in the aggregate, with a deductible of not more than $50,000. For
subconsultant contracts with no risk, e.g., archaeology, cultural resources, data gathering, traffic counting
etc., professional liability insurance shall not be required.

1. BROKERAGE _

The CONSULTANT warrants that it has not employed or retained any company or person, other than

a bona fide employee working solely for the CONSULTANT, to solicit or secure this Contract, and that it
has not paid or agreed to pay any company or person, other than a bona fide employee workiﬁg solely for
the CONSULTANT, any fee, commission, percentage, brokerage fee, gift or any other consideration,
contingent upon or lresulting from the award or making of this Contract. For breach or violation of this
warranty, the STATE shall have the right to annul this Contract without liability,‘ or, at its discretion, to
deduct from the contract price or consideration, or otherwise recover, the full amount of such fee,
commiission, percentage, brokerage fee, gift or contingent fee.

J. CONTRACTUAL RELATIONS

an agent or employee of the STATE.
